“Among the important sulijectsto ho censider-
ed by our State Legislatiire during the present
session, no single one will require earlier and
more specific netion, (than the ques jon of amend-
ing or repealing the liquor licenve law. Expe.
rienee has proven that asat present constituted,
the law fs it liberal, nnjust, snd totlly inefiiciont
to catey out either the moral or pecuniary ob-
Jeets intended in its possage, and instead of in-
ereasing the revenue of the ‘I'reasury, or decreass
ing the amount of liquor consumed, it has in
either case produced contrary reaulte,

The Bill had searcely received the signature
of the Giovernot,ere ite peealiar inequulitics were
obzerved by these most deoply fnteresiod in its
provisions, tnd in lisg of a rapid demand for li-
conees under ita régnitements, o portion only of
those parties dealing in the teaflie, applied for an
interest i its fanciod benefits,

The few who were gulled linto bn aequiescence
when ton late ascertained that they were puying
fur privileges which could not be granted, vr in
other words, that the license they receive for the
sale of liquos, gave thom po advantage owver
their bretliren in the snme buviness, who refused
10 comply with the law.

Discontent paturally aro<e nt this result, and
